A Memorable Week. The Fight on the 
Franchise Bill. 

(From our Special Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 2nd, 
This nan beou n gn;at week for tho coun- 
try; ouo that will ever bo rotnemberod in 
history of Canada. From ;i o'clock ou 
Monday afternoon until after 10 o'clock on 
Tuesday evening the house Hut continuously 
— a period of 'M hours. This is the longest 
parliamentary session recorded «ineo con- 
federation, probably the longest ever known 
in nny country where free parliamentary 
institutions exist. And now, us to tho 
cause of it. Tho announcement was made 
lant week that owinp; to the opposition 
which the franchise bill had evoked, and 
appeared likely to evoke, the government 
would press on its consideration from day 
to day until nil tho clauses were finally dis- 
posed of. Accordingly on Monday, after 
routine business had been transacted, the 
house resolved itself into committee on tho 
franchise bill. The ijiiuHtion of woman 
suffrage came up immediately, and when 
the interpretation clauae was moved Mr. 
Townshond, ouo of tho maritime province 
members, moved in amendment that the 
■words giving suffrage to unmarried females 
or widows holding property bo struck out. 
Ho did not make any remarks, having ex- 
pressed his dissent to women's suffrage 
some days ago. When he sat down tho 
premier rose and delivered his views on the 
subject. He said he was convinced of the 

JUSTICE OF OIVINO WOMEN, 

duly qualified, tho right to exorcise tho 
franchise. Such a feeling was steadily 
growing; it was only a question of time 
when women nil over the civilized world 
would have the right conferred upon them, 
and he would like to see Canada the 
first country to place women in her true 
position. Personally ho would go as far as 
giving tho voting power to married women 
as we.ll as unmarried; but he was bound to 
confess that both did not stand ou the same 
footing, 'the woman who hud no husband 
and owned property took upon herself the 
responsibilities of a man aud therefore 
should vote. The conferring of the fran- 
chise to her would be a step in the right 
diroction, and as an experiment ho would 
bo content with that for the present. The 
debate was carried on vigorously for some 
hourrf* Royal, of Manitoba, urged with 
great seriousness that if the clause became 
law tho noxt stop necessary would be to 
socuro tho emancipation of men. Your 
representative, Mr. Shakespeare, came out 
fiat-footcd in favor of the franchise to 
women. Ho was listened to attentively and 
tho' reasons ho urged so lucidly on the at- 
tention of the house seemed to meet with 
tho favor of a largo number of members. 
His main point was that if women we're 
allowed to vote there would be fewer dis- 
graceful scenes witnessed at political elec- 
tions and less cases of bribery. The re- 
fining influence of woman was being recog- 
nized on every hand; the fair sex wore 
occupying some of tho most important 
pqsitious in the world to-day. In Washing- 
ton Territory women were allowed to sit on 
jurjos, and if was patent the.ro that their 
decisions gnvo generally moro satisfaction 
than those of male juries. He was in favor 
of giving tho franchise to all classes of 
women holding property. Members spoko 
pro and con until 'J o'clock ou Tuesday 
morning, when Mulock moved the adjourn- 
ment, of tho debate. If Sir John had 
acceded to this it would have meant that the 
whole of one day had been spent fruitlessly. 
Tho premier refused to permit tho ad- 
journment, and an hour was spent in 
discussing tho motion before tho majority 
could vote it down. Then tho policy of 
obstruction oominenced-and continued all 
through the morning and afternoon of 
Tuesday. One or two speeches would bo 
rondo on tho clause, and then a diversion 
created by a motion to adjourn. Tho 
house was a perfect pandemonium until 
those motions were disposed of, but as 
aoon as Towushond's amendment came up 
again tho snoechos were listened to atten- 
tively. Several of tho members seeing 
that thoy were in fur a night of it pro- 
peoded to make themselves comfortable as 
possible, 'f'ho galleries were clear by two 
p/etock, and accordingly members repair- 
ed to thotn to snatch alittlo rust. Others 
fillod up the cushions in tho spaces bo- 
Jitnd the seats and tho recumbent forms 
of legislators could bo soon dotted all over 
the floor. Hour after hour 

THE T ALBINO WENT ON, 
four members of the opposition supplying 
tho stream. By and bye day broke, a 
flood of sunlight streamed into the cham- 



ber and tho gas jots were put out. At 9 
o'clock Tuesday morning the relief guard 
of the ministerialists came on duty, and 
thoso who had hold tho fort all night left 
to get breakfast and moro sleep. Sir John 
came in looking as fresh as a daisy, and 
was greeted with tho old refrain, revived 
at many of tho public dinners in the capi- 
tal, 

"For he's yreat an. I irrnml when ho take* command 

Ol the hoys on St. Patrick's day; 
But now the cry is everywhere, 

Mulcahy hay gone awa> ." 

The newly-arrived members evidently 
wore in lighting form. McMullen, a grit 
Ontario member who has a voice which 
rasps like a buck saw, was charming tho 
opposition with his mellifluous tunes, and 
soon ho had to submit to a kazoo accom- 
paniment, and the thrilling tonus of a 
comb covered with paper and blown by a 
strong-lunged member. Speech and song 
alternated all day, and it was nut until 
ton o'clock on Tuesday night that the op- 
position ceased their obstruction, and the 
vote could bo taken on Townshelid's 
amendment which was carried by a major- 
ity of 25. We have been discussing the 
franchise bill all tho week, and as 1 write 
tho scones of Monday and Tuesday are be- 
ing re-enacted. The house met at three 
o'clock on Thursday, and at ten o'clock 
this (Saturday) morning. Tho opposition 
contend if the franchise bill passes in its 
present shape that it means political anni- 
hilation for them. 

TRADE RELATIONS. 
According to the statement of the pre 
tiller made, this week some communica- 
tions have passed between the Dominion 
government and the government of the 
United States tin tho subject of freer 
trade relations between the two countries, 
but it would not be in the public interest 
to make known tho exact position of af 
fairs. Sir Ambrose Shea, premier of 
Newfoundland, lias just arrived herefrom 
Washington, whore it was supposed he 
had gone at tho request of tho Newfound- 
land government, but it appears ho was 
acting simply on behalf of the St. .Julio's 
board of trade. While in Washington 
Sir Ambrose had informal conversations 
with Mr. Bayard, secretary of slate, and 
Mr. West, the British minister, on the 
reciprocity question. His present visit to 
Ottawa is supposed to have reference to 
tho present position of trade relations bo 
twoen Canada and Newfoundland. l!y 
the tariff' resolutions introduced into the 
house this session, consequent on tho ex 
piring of tho fishery clauses of tho Wash- 
ington treaty, heavy import duties are 
placed <>n tho lish products of the United 
State's anil also of Newfoundland Our 
sister colony has been stored to tho great- 
est anger by tho proposed change, and al- 
ready she threatens reprisals which, if 
carried out, will have tho effect of cutting 
off all trade between Canada and New- 
foundland. It is said that Sir Ambrose is 
here with a view to securing a mudilica 
lion of the resolutions as far as Newfound- 
land is concerned, no mat the present 
friendly relations between the two colo- 
nies may not be impaired, as undoubtedly 
they will be if the import duty is not 
maintained as at present. 

THE STKUOOLI5 IN THK NORTH WEST. 

The anxiety is depicted on the counte- 
nance of every person one moots respect- 
ing the position of affairs in tho North- 
west. The battle uf l''iali Creek, as it will 
be known in history, has shown what stuff 
the rebels are made of. Every one is an 
experienced marksman and the wonder is 
that moro blood has not watered tho plains 
of the Northwest. One battalion with 
Middleton, the Royal Grenadiers of Tor- 
onto, were not in tho light at the creek, 
being on the other side of the river and 
thoy did not get up in time to take a hand 
in before the rebels withdrew their forces. 
If they had participated, it is not. too much 
to say that tho lives of of many uf them 
would bn over ere this Along with Todd's 
sharpshooters from Ottawa thoirs is the 
only battalion clothed in red, a splendid 
target for tho enemy, while all tho other 
regiments are clothed in black or green. 
The ladies of Toronto, it is said, were 
almost overwhelmed with grief when some 
newt paper man called attention to the 
matter, and they are setting to work to 
make dark blouses to wear over tho 
tunies. Oen. Middletoti'a position is ac- 
knowledged on all hands to be a critical 
one. As yet there has been little discus- 
sion in the house respect ng the cause of 
the outbreak and on whom tho responsi- 
bility rests, but it will assuredly come be- 
fore tho adjournment. In the meantime 
the following paragraph appearing in tho 
Toronto Mail from its Ottawa correspond- 
ent is being pretty well talked about and 
will bo UBed by the opposition to tho dis- 
credit of the government when the debate 
takes place. Tho government had fur 
some months received intimation uf the 
dangerous attitude assumed by Kiel and 
of tho influence he exerted over tho half- 
breeds and Indians in and around lieurdy's 
resorvo. The grit press in view uf this 

aro askitlfi "Why »«m n..t tho govurllinont 

prepared for tho rising/" The half breed 
commission is prosecuting its labors in tho 
Qu'Appello valley and meeting with vari- 
ous success. A roturn respecting claims 
for land in the Prince Albert district was 
presented to the house this week and from 
it I gather that in all some TWO claims 
have boon disposed of. Every settler com- 
plying with tho regulations was given a 
homestead of ICO acres free, and a pre 
etnption right uf 100 acres additional at 
$1 and $2 an aero. The rejectee! claims 
were few. Eighty per cent of the claim- 
ants in tho Duck Lake region aro half- 
breeds who obtained thoir land scrip hi 
Manitoba in 1870, and who afterwards 
removed west. For tho claims they have 
since been pressing upon the government 
thoy do not appear to have a shadow of 
foundation in right. The supplement try 
half brood claims in Manitoba have been 
assented to by the government. These 
claims emanated from Manitoba half- 
breeds, who do not participate in the set- 
tlement of 1.S70, although resident in the 
province at that time, and these will now 
receive their scrip of S'J-H), which may bo 
exchanged for hind at a dollar an aero.

"MY BOYS!" 

A few weeks ago Punch had a spirited 
cartoon of a huge lion in the foreground 
wearing a self-satisfied look on hia face in 
the act of reviewing batallions of young 
lions, marching past in military order on 
their hind logs and bearing in their fore- 
paws rifles. The huge lion roprosented 
Great Britain and tho cubs represented 
the colonies of Canada and Australia 
which had just offered to send several 
regiments uf volunteers to tho Soudan or 
Afghanistan. Beneath tho cartoon were 
the words, "My Boys .'" supposed to bo 
uttered by the old lion in proud apprecia- 
tion of tho oiler of his otl'spring . After 
reading tho dispatches frum tho North- 
west which describe the achievements 
of tho Canadian volunteers in tho recent 
engagements one cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing admiration at tho gallant con- 
duct of "My Boys," who have made ox- 
hsusting marches through a country 
covered with snow and ico or traversed by 
swollen streams, and mot tho enemy on 
ground of his own choosing and driven 
him back with severe loss. Regular 
soldiers could not have done more — per- 
haps not so much in such a country — as 
these young men, who leas than a month 
ago were pursuing peaceful avocations in 
the eastern towns and cities, and who 
sprang to arms at tho first intimation that 
their country was in danger and have faced 
hardship and exposure and death, with 
the coolness and pluck of veterans. No 
circumstance could have nioro clearly 
demonstrated tho value of a volunteer 
corps than this Northwest troublo. With 
a standing "army" of less than .S00 men 
Canada has boon enabled in two weeks' 
time to place in tho field a well officered 
and equipped force of 11000 young men 
burning with ardor and willing to lay 
down their lives to preserve the unity of 
tho nation. General Middleton would ap- 
pear to bo as wise as he is bravo and dash- 
ing. Ho has struck the enemy at three 
points. The corps under his immediate 
command have encountered tho force of 
rebels that is commanded by Kiel in per- 
son, and in two engagements have com- 
pelled them to retreat. Not satiatied with 
the achievements "f his little army anoth 
er force of 91)0 men has loft Qu'Appelle 
for Batouche to reinforce Gen. .Middle- 
ton's corps. The general has expressed the 
highest satisfaction and the appreciation 
of tho "Boys" under his direction, and 
well ho may. They have shown tbem 
aelves prompt., intelligent and courageous, 
and have reflected the highest credit up in 
the nation which they aie proud to serve, 
and tho grand i >ld land in in which they 
sprang. Punch's next cartoon should be 
entitled — 

"My Boys — God Bless 'em !"

A Btutosnonf o rr .,...-.. :,, „,, „ V nninc» miner 
wbich, if true, renders the railway contrac- 
tor open to a heavy penalty; and if untrue 
will probably form the basis of a libel suit. 
It is boldly stated that two wagons were 
shipped from this city for Speuce's Bridge. 
The weight of each was 880 pounds; but 
the railway officials estimated them at '2.- 
500 pounds, upon which weight freight was 
collected. This is a serious state of affairs 
indeed and, if true, calls for tho interposi- 
tion of tho strong arm of tho law. It is 
within Mr. Onderdouk's province to tix the 
scale of charges; but bo cannot declare that 
an article weighs two pounds when in 
reality it weighs but one pound, and collect 
freight for two pounds when he has carried 
but one pound. If the matter is as stated 
in tho evening paper there ought to be an 
immediate stop put to the extortion — for it 
is nothing short of an extortion— and crim- 
inal at that; but if the charge is untrue 
then Mr. Onderdonk (who is now in Vic- 
toria) should take the earliest opportunity 
of clearing bis skirts. We can imagine 
nothing that is calculated to retard the pro- 
gress of the country so seriously as a scale 
of railway charges that are practically pro- 
hibitive, except it be a system of extortion- 
ate overcharges such us our contemporary 
refers to. We hope that this accusation 
will be thoroughly investigated and tho 
blame placed on tho right shoulders. 

THE WAR CLOUD DISAPPEARS. 

England and Russia have shaken hands 
over tho Afghanistan difficulty, and how- 
ever ill advised tho arrangement may bo 
rogardod by many all good citizens are 
bound to abide by it. There is reason to 
believo that Russia has gained a tremend- 
ous advantage and that her road to India 
haa been cleared of many of the obstruc- 
tions that before be~et it. Tho chief aim 
of tho Gladstone government would ap- 
pear to be to preserve the peace, no mat- 
ter at what sacrifice of the national honor. 
War is a great calamity truly; but an 
ignominous peace is a greater misfortune. 
Of course, until all the papers of this re- 
markable embroglio aro in tho bauds of 
the public it would bo unfair to judge Air. 
Gladstone's government too harshly; but 
if it should ba shown in the result that ho 
has consented to surrender startegic 
points in Afghanistan of groat value with- 
out having secured a corresponding ad- 
vantage tho country will defeat tho 
ministry at the general election.

THE KIEL REBELLION. 



The Fighting :ii Batouche 
Rather Light. 

Several Battalions Ordered to 
the Northwest from tho East. 

Probable bourse to be Pursued 
by Gen. Middleton. 

Three Hays Constant Fighting, 
and Still Proceeding. 

Winnipku, May 12.— Advices received 
hero indicate that Middletou's forces were 
engaged all day Sunday in shelling Riel's 
men from an entrenched position. Two 
of the troops were killed and twelve or 
iifteon wounded. Detail* will bo sent as 
soon as tho wire is working west. When 
a courier loft Sunday evening for Clark's 
Crossing it was tho plan to resume- tho at- 
tack next day. 

Winnipku, May 12. -The telegraph 
line was repaired this afternoon, and some 
tidings of fighting at Batouche have come 
through. All despatches indicate that up 
to last night the contest was confined to 
artillery firo and tho rebels' stronghold 
and a few light skirmishes. The casually 
of tho troops up to the morning included 
two men killed and fifteen wounded. 
Despatches to military headquarters hero 
are to the effect that lighting ib still going 
on to-day, and that (ion. Middleton is 
anxious for more troops. Col. Scott's 
battalion has boon ordered north from 
Qu'Appelle. 

Advices to night statu that eight com- 
panieaof tho volunteers and infantry school 
corps have been ordered from New Bruns- 
wick and I'riiico of Wales rifles from Men. 
treal. Another Ontario battalion is al 
ready on tho way. This is taken to mean 
that tho government has more alarming 
news than has yet been made public as no 
one hero can soo any great necessity for 
bringing up tnoro troops. It may ho that 
the government has once more got. into 
unnecessary panic. At all events Mid- 
dleton is evidently not prepared to storm 
tho rebel stronghold and intends either to 
starve them out or harrass them into sur- 
render or await reinforcements. How 
long either plan may continue there is no 
means of knowing accurately as most con- 
tradictory stories are afloat regarding the 
rebels' stores of ammunition and provis- 
ions. It is not known what has became 
of the steamer Norlhcote, but some suj>- 
poae she has gone on to Prince Albert.

EASTERN STATES. 

Philadelphia, Pa., May 12 —At to- 
day's mooting of citizens for the relief of 
sufferers by fever at Plymouth, a police 
surgeon detailed a visit to the infected 
region. Ho reported he found the re- 
ports had not been exaggerated. In some 
instances four or live aro ill in one house, 
with three or four in one room, and in 
stances of two or throe dead persons in 
the same house were frequent. The 
school house haa been turned into a hos- 
pital. In many cases the fathers and 
mothers of a large family uf children had 
died. He heard uf a case in which the 
fat her and mother were both down with 
the fever, and were being nursed by a 
fourteen-year-old boy, who was also car- 
ing for a small babe. Dr. Shakespeare, 
who also went to investigate the disease, 
said that unless disinfectants were freely 
used tho diseaso wuuld not be wiped out 
this summer. 

Baltimore, Ind., May 12. — Tho modi 
cal and chirurgical faculty of Baltimore 
to day discussed the probability of a visit 
of cholora this summer. Prof. T. S. 
Latimer stated that the history of the 
disease leaves little room for doubt that 
it will become epidemic in America either 
this or next summer. Cleanliness !u every

BLOODY SAN I- KArVCISCO. 

A Woman Killed and a Man 
Severely Wounded. 

San Francisco, May 10. — A lively 
shooting affray occurrod on Kearney 
street, between California and Sacra 
uieiito streets about 1 o'clock this after- 
noon, resulting in tho killing of a woman 
named Sarah Indig, and the wounding of 
a man named William A. Summerautt. 
Aug. Daniels, alias Win. Willitts, did the 
principal portion of tho shooting, and is 
mainly responsible for the killing of tho 
woman and tho wounding of Summorsott. 
The last named, however, tired two shots 
at Daniels without effect. The cause of 
tho tragedy wore the attractions of the 
woman. Daniels ran away with her from 
this city two years and a half ago, and 
took her to L'is Angeles, whoro she as- 
sumed tho name of Sadie Ray. About 
three months ago Summursett, who was 
originally from Oakland, wont to Los 
Angeles and supplanted Daniels in the 
woman's affections. Last week thoy 
packed up and the woman drew §700 of 
§1,000 that belonged toiler and Daniels 
jointly. She and Summeraett then left 
Los Angeles onroiito to Montana. On 
arriving hero the woman took up quarters 
in a h 1 1 n so on Sacramento street. Dan- 
iels, who made throats in Los Angeles to 
kill his rival, reached this city on Friday. 
He renewed the threats, and it is said laid 
in wait Friday night to kill Suuimersott. 
To day he traced the Woinan to tho Sac - 
rnmouto street house and walked down to 
Kearney street with her. He was impor- 
tuning her to return to Los Angeles with 
him, but she refused and told him to 
leave her, saying, " If wo meet Billy 
there'll be trouble. " On Kearney street 
tho woman saw Summeraett on tho oppo- 
site sidewalk, and called him over. All 
three then slopped and a quarrel ensued 
bet ween the men. Summol'sett, accord 
ing to the story of an eye' witness, as- 
sumed t lie aggressive and drew a largo 
sized old fashioned Colt's revolver from 
his pocket, and began to shoot. The tiro 
was relumed by Daniels, who ran back- 
ward and emptied three shots from a bull 
dog pistol. One of these caused the 
death of the woman who was shot in the 
right side, the ball passing through and 
entering her heart. The ..their two allots 
hit Summeraett, one in the right chest 
and the other in the left, arm Neither 
of t liein ure serious It is said the woman 
gave Daniels SwOO to leave her for good. 
It: is not thought Daniels allot at the 
woman, and the police believe that she 
Whs killed by a stray shot. He was al 
lowed to view the body before il waa 
taken to the morgue He wept like a 
child upon viewing it. He was charged 
with murder and Summeraett was placed 
in the receiving hospital.

San Fbanoisco, May 12. — Tho foiir-inast- 
cd British ship Earl of Dalbonsio, 1,1(57 
toiiH, while being towed from one berth to 
another in tho open buy this ofteruoon cap- 
sized and sunk.

Threats Made that l*oint to the 
Highbinders :is the JUis- 
creauts. 

Yesterday in tho supremo court Capt. 
Marden addressed his lordship thu chief 
justice, stating; tho casu of his assault, and 
asking the protection of the court. His 
lordship replied that the only protection 
that could be granted was that provided 
by statute, but thai so soon as the case bo- 
fore him was sullied ho would look more 
fully into the matter. Ho referred to the 
seeming lawless element among tho Chi- 
nese, and trusted that means would he 
found whereby tho criminal class would 
be excluded from tho province, as there 
were no duubt many among tho Chinese 
population who were law-abiding citizens 
and il was to their del i imolit thnt the 
lawless characters should go unpunished. 

There are several incidents in connec- 
tion with t he attempted assassination thai 
indicate that the affair had for some tune 
been premeditated. While Capt. Marden 
(who was then in ill-heulih) was reclining 
in his room at home in San Francisco, the 
only other occupant of the house at the 
time being his 12-year old daughter, a 
knock came to the door and the little girl 
going to it sho found two Chinese wait- 
ing. The captain only caught a portion 
of the conversation, hut distinctly heard 
the words, "tie say old man no good, 
S200U. If imt, then kill." The clrciim 
stance passed, Imt was recalled after he 
and Ilia wile arrived in Victoria, tho latter 
part of January. Just as the steamer left 
the dock at San Francisco a white man 
and l wu Chinese arrived, They seemed 
annoyed at nut arriving in time, and 
Bpoke to his little daughter aud also his 
niece. They told them that he (the cap- 
tain) should mind his own business 
and not to interfere with others; anil 
ii would serve llilll right if be Was 
killed. This greatly alarmed the In lie 
tori mid niece, who wrote the captain the 
incident. He reiiniined in Victoria fm- a 
week or so and proceeded home. 

The evidence he gave in the case is im 
pert, uit, it being the identification of the 
plaint ill" and Ins son and also that of a 
certain document. Tins evidence was 
given before the Kiighsh counsel in San 
Frmciscu and before tho court while here 
in January. Yesterday it wan again to be 
given, and was considered by the lawyers 
an important link. The ilt.ick on Men 
day night must have been intended tn 
prevent this evidence, the assailants pro 
bably not being aware thai the evidi'nee 
was id ready actually giv«n

CLEVELAND'S MINI STL It TO 
CHILI. 

BSc Appoints "Gen." UuImtIs. 
Ex- President of the Irisli 
Republic. 



"So tho Hon. William R. liobortu bus 
been oiipoiuted by President Cle 'eland 
minister to Chili," wan the exclamation of a 
Montreal gentleman who knew hin» well. 
"I remember hiua," he added, "when be 
wna president of the Irish Republic und was 
tho lending Hjjirit of thu Feniuu movement 
in 1800. 1 bad occasion at that period to 
have frequent interviews, and knowiug I 
was from Canada he several times expressed 
his disapprobation of the movement on 
Canada. Ho was moderate in bis views 
and his Fenianisin partook more of tho 
nature of a desire for Homo Rule. At tho 
tiruo he was elected president of tho Irish 
Republic he had n large dry goods store on 
the Bowery, and did a flourishing business, 
but politics and public life seemed to bu in- 
compatible with commercial success, and 
after retiring from the firm bo plunged into 
polities and served two terms in congress. 
Ho is called Colonel Roberts from holding 
that rank iu the militia. I remember well 
when the headquarters of the Irish Republic 
was at the Mutt .Mansion on Union Square. 
Tbo Fenian organization hired this old 
aristocratic residence and ua it raised 
an immense flag stall" from which a 
green flag of enormous size was thrown 
to the brcezo. The interior of tho man- 
sion waa divided into departments and 
the roaring farce of playing at govern- 
ment was hero carried on for some 
months, until tho fuud3 wero expended 
and tho mercenary landlord, oblivions of 
tho nobility of tho cause, wanted his rent. 
The door of each department bore its re- 
spective title in imposing letters, sucli as 
"Department of State," "Secretary of 
tho Navy," " Secretary of State," " Sec- 
rotary of War,'* etc. The latter official 
was a broad-shouldered, big listed, good- 
natured irishman, known as General 
Qleason, It was the habit of the report- 
ers to call daily on tho general, nut so 
much with the nbject of obtaining news 
as to have a pleasant chat, a ciirir, and u 
glass with the huge warrior. Theie was 
i\ general air of tarcical mystery about the 
establishment, and the romantic soul- 
stirriny aecounis the scribes g.ive .'f the 
movements uf tin- Irish Hepublic used to 
make even Colonel Huberts stare. On 
one occasion he said, smilingly to a 
Herald reporter: "It takes a power <( 
drink to see and bear such things." Ono 
day tho Secretary of Wat had a slight 
difficulty with the Under Secretary of 
State in the passage, and t ho "big gin'ral," 
as his admirers called him, threatened to 
clean out tiio entire government. Lu 
after years Colonel Roberts had many a 
aide -splitting story to toll about the 
members of his government when he was 
" President of the Provisional Republic 
of Ireland. " 



WOMEN WHO I'LAY POKER. 

A Story from Washington which 
May Miikc Hie Hair Stand 
on End. 

Tho craze for playing poker has broken 
out among fashionable ladies in Washing 
ton. The doings of tho Army Fokor Club, 
where the lives and reputation of so many 
officers have been blasted, are a matter of 
general knowledge and gossip, but during 
Lout, when it was bo wicked to dauce, the 
fair dames have consoled themselves with 
tho clatter of the chips and the excitement 
of "the draw." It ia stated that one 
young society belle recently lust over $200 
at live sittings.

Galveston, May '.'>. — A terrible catas- 
trophe occurred in this city at half-past

ers at the Tremunt hotel exploded, in- 
stantly killing a number of persons, and 
wounding several others, and doing great 
damage to tho hotel and neighboring pro- 
perty. The killed are: Several children; 
Lawrence Oarr, the fireman, who loaves 
a family; Clara Miller, a white woman; 
Anderson and Jonas, colored; and A. S. 
Crubber Following are tho wounded: 
J sbii Q'tilla, pastry o.">k, badly bruised, 
injured internally; John Ax;n.in, hell 
boy, shouldi-r broken and otherwise in- 
jured; Miurice Sulhvan, collar bone 
broken, badly cut about the head; It 
Walker, a cl red waiter, arm broken 
and badly bruised; Mrs Burns, linen 
wnman, slightly l>ruis»d about the head. 
I'ho concussion rr in tho explosion was 
appalling. I'he Prviii n t H -u.se is a large 
five-story brick trutiuro, 130 feet front- 
age on Fremont s'reet, and about the 
same depth nn Church street. The boiler 
house was situated at the northwest 
corner of the building, and was a small 
one-story brick building attached to the 
main structure. The explosion shook the 
great building with such terrible force 
that th guests thought n trtmendous 
earthquake had occurred, and ran panic- 
stricken about the hall.

A gooti, larae, thrifty yearling is worth 
more in spring than a poor, stunted two 
year old, and one cow that has be- n 
properly wintered than two that are thin 
in flesh and hide- bound. 

Make tho change of cows from dry feed 
to pasture very gradual. Givj salt to pre- 
vent injury from over heating of succu- 
lent grass. Bring up early, and feed hay 
with roots, and give flay in the morning, 
before they go to pasture. 

Feed the hen well with all she will eat 
of corn it dough hufutu giving thu chick- 
ens their first meal of crumbs and boiled 
eggs, otherwise the hen, who will he very 
hungry, will leave but little for iho chick- 
ens. Keep the hen as quiet as possible 
for a day or two, until the chickens yet a 
little stronger. 

A merchant who should draw out half 
his bank account once a quarter and 
throw tho money ir.to the gutter would bo 
looked upon as a lunatic. But ia tho 
farmer any wiser who sellers his manure 
heap to bo exposed to all weathers, and 
its most important elements to evaporate 
or leach away I Lie is simply throwing 
away his capital. — Ft Watchman. 

Crass lands should bo put iu order for 
the mowor by rolling; pick up fallen 
branches and whatever rubbish will ob- 
struct tho machine. No sensible farmer 
will pasture his meadow in spring. A 
hundred pounds of nitrate of soda to tho 
aero will be a profitable application, as 
will be a bushel or two of plaster to 
clover. 

After a winter's reBt, if horses have 
been idle most of the winter, it requires 
care in beginning to work them. An ex- 
cellent farmer once remarked that tho 
first day or two i>f Spring work he only 
wanted his men to do half a day's work 
per day, but to be all the day doing it. 
Frequent rests and pulling back the 
cellar to admit air to tho spine will often 
save much loss from galled shoulders. 

No such failure of winter wheat over so 
extensive a territory has ever been known, 
embracing, as il does, twenty States. 
Every circumstance seemed to favor it up 
to the 1st of January, with the exception 
of heavy snows in the month of February, 
since which time everything has gone 
against it, and the almost certain outcome 
will be, compared with 1870 and 1880, 
not more than half the acreage, and 
three fourths of that half wiped out of 
existence by dry, cold, frosty anil windy 
weather — Illinois CorrespomieiU of Coun- 
try Gentleman . 

When the hens become broody, they 
may, with care, he moved after dark to 
secluded nests provided for them, where 
they will be away from tho sound of ether 
fowls ami be iu partial darkness, Mane 
the nests of fine hoy, cut straw, pine 
needles, or any soft material, a little soil 
being placed in the bottom to keep the 
shape; many scatter on Hour of sulphur to 
keep off lice. Set but few eggs, nine or 
ten at the moat, until the weather is 
warmer, then the usual number of thir- 
teen will be quite safe from injury by 
chilling. Be careful to select largo, well- 
formed eggs, and tap them together light- 
ly, to make sure of the soundness of the 
shells. Do not now leave all tho respon- 
sibility with the hen, but look after her 
each day. See that she leaves the neat 
regularly for food and drink, and at the 
same time, if the eggs are not clean, wash 
them with lukewarm water. 

Prince ami Hie Pope. 

Rome, April 30.— If the I'rince of 
Wales makes his visit to this city it will 
bo with two important objects in view. 
One will be to have a conference with 
King Humbert mi the question of an 
A nglo Italian alliance and the other to 
obtain an interview with the Rope in re 
gard to tho relation that should exist he - 
tween Irish bishops and political quest ii ins. 
Signer Maneini has assured Sir. I. Saville 
Lumley, tho English ambassador, that tho 
king will be delighted to grant the prince 
an interview, but a difficulty exists in re- 
gard to tho Pope. A secret' agent, repre- 
senting England, has had several confer- 
ences with prelates at the Vatican, but, 
although warmly rorommended by Cardi - 
nal Manning and other English ecclesias- 
tical dignitaries, it is doubtful if he will 
succeed. It is a custom, almost amount- 
ing to a rule, that the Pope will not give 
audience to foreign princes who visit tbo 
king. This rulu was departed from in 
1883 in favor of the Cro wn l'n nee of ( ier- 
many; but it is doubtful if tin; precedent 
will be followed. It is understood that in 
the event of satisfactory arrangements nut 
being arrived at with tho Vatican tho 
prince will not visit Italy at present. 

Prince of Wales and Ireland. 

DtTBLtH, April 30,— The tour of the I'rince 
of Wales having boon brought to a success- 
ful termination, there is a good di al of press 
speculation as to its probnble effect oil tbo 
Irish people. With the exception of a few 
papers of the United Ireland typo, the ^n- 
ernl opinion is that Ike result of tho visit 
will be beneficial. A large landed proprie- 
tor from the south, whom I met nt the Kil- 
daro street club, said: Tin' visit of the 
Prince will do good; bill il would have done 
inure good if it had taken place five yours 
ago, and to be purniiineut iu its effects it 
must be followed by another visit next year 
and closer relations between th - Riiyul 
family and the Irish people. Already it 
shows that Irish hatred of Unghind is not 
its deep as Messrs. O'Brien, Harrington, 
and Healy would jnnke out. ami that tho 
majority would prefer tho mild excitement 
of the Royal presence to the shriekings of 
revolution. It also shows that the dislike 
exhibited to Earl Spencer and the Caatle 
officials is more personal than political. A 
change of lord-lientenaiits and a weeding 
out of tbo castle personnel would do much j 
to produce a better fooling.

Buildings, and the Storage of hay 
and Straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
I ing By-Laws bo it epactod by the 
Mayor and Council of the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria as follows: 

1. Section 2 of "Thu By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting the Erection of Wooden Build- 
ings, 1879, Amendment By-Law i8B3" ia 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof tho 
following aubatituted : 

"2 That portion of tho City of Vic- 
toria which ia contained within the limits 
hereinafter described, namely — commenc- 
ing at the northwest corner of lot 127, 
thence running easterly along tho north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Storo 
atruot, thence oaaterly across Store street 
in a straight lino to the centre of Fia- 
gaitl Btreet, thence oasterly aloni» tho 
centre of Fiagard street to tho contro of 
Douglas street, thonco southerly along tho 
centre of Duuglaa street to tho centre of 
Court enay street, thenco along tho contro 
of Courtenay street to tho northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, thenco along tho northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to tho shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thenco along tho shore lino of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of commence- 
ment, — is hotoby declared to bo within 
the Fire Limits of the said city."

;i. No building other than with main 
walla of brick, iron or stone, and roofing 
of incombustible material, shall be erected 
or placed within the said fire limits. 

4. It shall bu lawful for the Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any officer therein named to 
pull down nr remove any building which 
ahull bivvo been constructed or placed in 
contravention of this Bylaw; and all ex- 
penses reasonably incurred iu pulling 
down or removing my bucIi building shall 
bo repaid by the owner or owners there- 
I of tn the treasurer of tho said Corporation, 
' ami shall lie recoverable with cobIs in a 
: summary manner before the Police Mag- 
istrate or any other Justice of tho Peaco 
having jurisdiction within tho Baid city, 
ij. In this Bylaw tho word "building" 
| shall not apply to any shed within tho 
curtilage of another building and uaed 
| exclusively for the storage of fuol for con- 
• sumption in such other building, such 
I shod not exceeding ton feet by twelve 
foot in superficial linear measure and ton 
j feet in height, nor ahull it apply to any 
I shed ereeted or to be eroctud wholly on or 
j over tho wooden piles ot » wharf on tho 
I water front; but no shed shall hereafter 
I be erected on any wharf within tho said 
fire limits other than with rooting of in- 
combustible material, 

(5 The quantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw permitt d to he stored or kept 
fur sale or use in any building within tho 
liro limits shrill not exceed tho following, 
namely :

tho number of days within which such 
removal is to be effected; and ovory per- 
son to whom such permission shall have 
been granted who shall fail to complete 
the removal therein sanctioned within tho 
time therein limited therefor shall forfeit 
and pay to tho Treasurer of the said Cor- 
poration tho Bum of $10 for each and 
every day or portion of a day that ho shall 
bo in default in tho premises, and in 
every such case it shall bo lawful for tho 
Mayor or a majority of the Street Com- 
mittee (if thu Council of tho said City to 
cause tho building to bo removed from 
any street or public thoroughfare and all 
costs and expenses attending such removal 
shall he repaid by tho owner or owners of 
such building to the Treasurer of the said 
Corporation, and shall bu rocoverablo 
with costs in like manner as any penalty 
incurred for the breach of a By-Law. 

5. This By-Law may bo cited as "Tho 
Buildings Removal Amendment By-Law, 
1385."
